Our clergy and lay people will not 
be diverted from their greater task of 
preaching the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
and learning to live as followers of 
Christ, by the misguided tactics de- 
vised by a minority group in one con- 
gregation to put their cause before 
the public.

DANGEROUS LIVING BY EDITORS AND CLIMBERS 



There is always a chance that an editor might fall off his 
chair, but if he works in the unpredictable area of cur- 
rent events he has a more frightening way of living 
dangerously. He might miss a deadline. 

The safe way is not to promise a given item for a spe- 
cific time unless it is in hand. In the case of Life, which 
has to rely on concrete objects, pictures have to arrive 
physically, which puts us at the mercy of storms that 
buffet and fogs that ground airplanes. So we felt like 
hardened gamblers last week when our publisher, sur- 
rounding himself with ifs, said that we might bring you 
a unique report, in color, of the coronation. 

This seems to have worked out, so the editors have 
turned their thoughts to another gamble. A year ago we 
felt that someone was going to climb the highest peak 
in the world soon, so we invested (with the Times of 
London, which has been backing Everest expeditions 
for 33 years) in the Swiss attempt (Life, Jan. 19). 



We also strung along with our British colleagues in 
the recent successful expedition. 

But there are still some missing links. Living more 
dangerously than most editors would dream of, Ed- 
mond P. Hillary, a New Zealand beekeeper, and Tenzing 
Norkey, the famous Sherpa guide, reached the summit 
May 29. Colonel H. C. J. Hunt, expedition chief, sent 
the good word out by native runner in time for a coro- 
nation present. Presumably Colonel Hunt's 395-man 
expedition now is making its tortuous way back down 
Everest, back to the land of telegraph and airplane, and 
some week soon, if the mountaineers' photographic 
ability matched their climbing skill, Life's readers may 
share the at-long-last conquest of what the Tibetans 
call the "Goddess Mother of the World." 

At the moment, though, we have heard only that 
a runner has left the expedition en route for Katmandu, 
Nepal. So we're not saying yet when it will reach you.

BRITAIN CROWNS ELIZABETH II 



Last week, solemnly, fervently, yet in a happy delirium of pride, 
allr.ii' hi and faith in a good omen, Great Britain crowned Eliza- 
beth II. its 55lh monarch and eighth queen regnant since 871 A.D. 

In essence an act of religious consecration, the coronation 
came to climax when the Archbishop of Canterbury triumphantly 
raised St. Edward's Crown {opposite poge), then lowered its bur- 
den of obligation upon the young queen's head. Only 7,500 of the 
mightiest and most privileged witnessed this rite in tall and nar- 
row old Westminster Abbey. But the archbishop's words, "God 
crown you with a crown of glory and righteousness," went out to 
all her subjects, heralded by cannon and bells. 

For Britons here was a queen attended with all the glories of 



England's past, and so much the vision of what a queen should be 
(below) that England believed she must bring a new - , golden Eliza 
bethan Age. Buoyant with happiness and hope, drenched but nev 
er dispirited by wretched weather, the English cut loose in a gigan 
tic spree. In hamlets they festively roasted whole oxen. In Lon 
don they jammed the streets by millions to dance, drink and sing 
But next day the London Times somberly took England to task, 
"The main reason why Britain has not yet prospered sufficiently 
to lift herself above the safety line is that the people . . . have not 
yet had the will to prosper," said the Thunderer in a stern edi- 
torial. "Present ease is being subsidized by future penury. . . . 
The British people have had a holiday from reality long enough."

Even if they hail never seen the queen — which many succeeded in doing 
only through periscopes — the coronation throngs would have found 
plenty to look at. exclaim over and even occasionally to laugh at or with. 
Indeed they needed laughter. Beginning to mass on the sidewalks as much 
as 48 hours before the coronation, they had a wet. freezing cold ordeal. 
It was made even w orse by a 3 a.m. police confiscation of chairs, stools 
and sheltering boxes which, it was felt, would be dangerous in the next 
day's crush. Before the coronation was over there were 5,500 casualties 
among the spectators, mostly faintings. 

From around the world came the illustrious and the exotic to make a 
rich and gaudy show as a backdrop for the queen. Among them were gen- 
erals, including Omar Bradley and George Marshall from thc'U.S., sultans 
and sheiks, maharajas and African chiefs, potentates and princes, includ- 
ing Crown Prince Akihito of Japan, and even a delegate from the arch- 
enemy of royally — Yakov Malik, ambassador from Russia. Out of this 
assembly of glamour, the greatest mass of it in one place and time since 
World War II, the crowd's favorite was a 6-foot 3-inch queen from the 
South Seas. She was Queen Salote of the Tongas, who won the throng's 
heart by riding in the procession in an open carriage, undismayed by rain. 

The coronation seemed to leave nobody lonely or downhearted, except 
perhaps a single couple. They were Elizabeth's uncle, David Windsor, 
and his wife who, in a way, were responsible for the whole situation.

OX ROASTING CEREMONY IN REMOTE CORNISH VILLAGE 



American cartoonist finds St. Keverne rejoicing loyally, spiritually— and gustatorially 

Sketched and written for Life by BILL MAULDIN 



Cornwall, which makes up the south- 
western tip of the British Isles, is 
about as far from London as you can 
get without leaving England. Cornish- 
men, by and large, are a sturdy, proud 
and reserved people, most of them 
farmers or fishermen, who regard resi- 
dents of the next village as "furrin- 
ers" — at least that's the way the w ord 
sounded to me — and London as the 
end of the earth. 

I went down there to see how the 
coronation affected them and ended 
up in the fanning village of St. Kev- 
erne on the coast of an odd-shaped 
peninsula called the Lizard. The vil- 
lage contains a population of 300, two 
pubs and a 12th Century church. 

St. Keverne's coronation day plans 
were the center of great interest for 
miles around because the village was 
going to roast an ox. You must remember that 
every Briton, man, woman and child, is on a 
strict meat ration which will buy approximate- 
ly one half pound per person per week. The ra- 
tion is in force among livestock owners as well 
as city dwellers. The Cornish farmer has had 
to learn vegetarianism the same as the Cockney 
in East London. If anything, it is harder on 
the farmer than on the Londoner because 
every time he sits down to his plateful of cab- 
bage he gazes out the window upon a pasture 
full of beef on the hoof. 

It occurred to a number of farming com- 
munities thai the coronation offered a fine

chance to whet up the knives and gorge away 
the memory of these many years of meat-short 
war and austerity. After all, roasting an ox for 
public consumption was a traditional feature 
of such celebrations in England for hundreds 
and hundreds of years. Requests for slaugh- 
tering permits began pouring in to the govern- 
ment from villages all over the country. It 
began to look as if a large portion of the na- 
tion's bitterly guarded meat reserve might dis- 
appear in one gory day. To prevent this ghastly 
slaughter the Food Ministry ruled that any 
tow n with a tradition of celebrating crownings 
with roastings could roast again — // they could 
show that they cooked an ox for the last king 
in the unrationed year of 1937. In all the 
United Kingdom only 82 communities quali- 
fied and St. Keverne was the only village in 
West Cornwall to do so. Another town on the 
Lizard got a pig permit, but what was that com- 
pared to an ox? 

At 6 o'clock on the cold, overcast morning 
of coronation day the steer was spitted in the 
village square under the stone wall surround- 
ing the church and the fire was ceremoniously 
lit. All the neighborhood butchers officiated. 
Two tons of firewood had been hand-cut and 
stacked by a volunteer committee of leading 
citizens. Stokers for the fire were the three 
local blacksmiths. The concrete block support 
for the spit and the firepit were the handiwork 
of a local mason and his two sons. 

When the roasting began it was thought 
that the meat would divide out to almost a 
half pound per parishioner. By 9 o'clock in the 
morning the narrow-hedged lanes leading into 
St. Keverne were clogged with cars, bicycles, 
tractors and motorcycles. Residents on theedge 
of the village opened the gates to their fields to 
make car parks. St. Keverne began to note with 
some consternation that fully half the vehicles 
were not from the parish, but belonged to "flip- 
pin' furriners," some of whom came from as 
far as Helston, which is six miles away. 

By 11 o'clock more than 2,000 people were 
in the tiny square and every eye was on the 
roast. Already the quota was down to a quarter 
pound per person and still more people were 



coming. Queues began to form, al- 
though the first cutting wasn't sched- 
uled until one o'clock. 

There was a hurried consultation 
among the citizenry. The extra divi- 
sion of the beef wasn't so bad in it- 
self — even a quarter pound is a good 
chunk and the equivalent of an extra 
half week's ration at once. The thorny 
part was that the steer had been paid 
for by local subscription and it was 
unthinkable that all these strangers 
should get away with free-loading. It 
_ is a serious crime to sell unrationed 
meat, but they worked out a solution. 
Although every foreigner got his meat 
free he had to take a slice of bread 
with it and the bread cost a shilling. 

"It's an eccentric country," said 
Mr. William Milburn, the sanitary in- 
spector who had officially okayed the 
ox for human consumption. "Tbey make all 
these laws and then for each law they make a 
way to get around it." 

The press of people around the ox soon 
grew so tight that only the heat of the fire 
kept them from crowding right into it. Chil- 
dren sat perilously on the edge of the church 
wall above the spit and sniffed the fumes. 
"Pity the queen's so young," said an unfeel- 
ing young gentleman wearing a school beanie. 
"Shan't see another of these for about 50 
years." 

At 11:45 the church bells started ringing out 
over the square and a hundred or so people,

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mostly ladies, detached themselves from the 
ox's still-widening circle of admirers and went 
in for the service. The sky was threatening 
and the temperature was in the mid-50s, but 
Mrs. Mollie Good, a chipper little lady of about 
60, who had ignored the roast and was one 
of the minority concerned only with the so- 
lemnity of the occasion, assured me that at 
12:30, the time of coronation, it would be 
"queen's weather." "That sweet girl deserves 
the best," Mrs. Good said, "and she shall 
have it." 

At 12:00 o'clock the vicar said a short 
prayer for the queen. The minister, the Rev. 
Harold Garner, read a bit of the Bible per- 
taining to royalty. Then we all stood anil sang 
God Save the Queen. The last word came out 
something like "quing" because fully half the 
congregation still sang "king" from habit. Cor- 
nisbmen are slow to change. 

The vicar then turned on a radio for the 
BBC broadcast from Westminster Abbey. It 
was a very moving moment in the St. Keverne 
church when the actual crowning took place. 
There was a reverent hush among the people 
on the benches. Immediately after the crown- 
ing, the vicar snapped the radio off and the 
bell ringers under the tower began yanking 
wildly at every rope in sight. 

Outside in the square I found Mr*. Good's 
faith justilied. The sun came out for a full 
half hour. 

I had expected to see some sign of cheering 
and tossing of caps as the bells announced the 



moment the world had been waiting for, but it 
is my painful duty to report that the ox still 
dominated the stage. In the White Hart, the 
village's leading pub, I worked my way through 
the pac k of customers and found the proprie- 
tor racing up and down the long bar dispensing 
beer. (He sold 125 dozen bottles and seven 
kilds, 18 imperial gallons each, of draught dur- 
ing the day.) I asked him if there bad been any 
sign of cheering when the bells began ringing. 

"Bells?" he said, "what bells? Good Lord, 
has she been crowned already? Can t hear a 
thing in this crowd." I listened, and even 
though I knew the bells were still clamoring 
only a few yards away across the square, I 
couldn't bear a flippin' thing. 

There was a commotion in the square 4s the 
carving began and those who weren't in one 
of the queues quickly got into line. 

"Damn w aste of good meat," I heard a coast 
guardsman say. "That's no way to cook beef." 

By midafternoon the ox was all gone. The 
charred and l>are spit hung greasily over the 
coals, and it became the queen's day, with a 
tea for the weary, games and dances for the 
young with music by the St. Keverne Silver 
Band. At 9:00 the people gathered loyally in 
houses with radios to hear Elizabeth II -peak. 

A man from nearby Porthoustoek explained 
the village's earlier seeming lack of interest in 
the crowning. "You couldn't expect," he said, 
"a young girl who might weigh eight stone 
(112 pounds) wringing wet to compete with a 
hulking brute like that."

To be first on America's television screens with 
the coronation story, the two biggest U.S. net- 
works all but knocked themselves out. Both 
NBC and CBS arranged to have the films, their 
own and the British Broadcasting Company's, 
shipped across the ocean by RAF jet bombers.

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MEETING WITH DANGER 

Trying to pass in channel, two tankers crash at night 

The oil tankers Pan-Massachusetts and Phoenix, both owned by Na- 
tional Bulk Carriers Inc. of New York, were approaching each other in 
the Delaware River on a clear night after midnight last week. As they 
prepared to pass, the ships got into a mixup in signals and suddenly 
the Pan-Massachusetts rammed the Phoenix amidships. As most of the 
men aboard the ships climbed into lifeboats or leaped into the water 
to be picked up by small boats, the Phoenix, carrying ballast, was rocked 
by three violent explosions and then broke in two. Before she sank, 
her flames spread to the Pan-Mass, igniting the 150,000 barrels of high 
octane gasoline aboard. In a sheet of lire the Pan-Massachusetts finally 
came to rest where she was expected to smolder and burn for a week.

THE CUTBACK SPREADS 

But Vandenberg tries to hold line for Air Force 

The loudest noises that came off Capitol Hill last week centered about an 
issue basic to the nation's future: How much could be trimmed out of the 
federal budget to give the country maximum fiscal security while still 
providing maximum military security? An Administration proposal to cut 
S5 billion from the 1954 Air Force budget brought vehement reaction. 
Echoes and evidences of the cutback argument could be heard and seen 
from one coast to another. Belt-tightening had already lopped more than 
48,000 from the Defense Department payroll, ordered 12 Army and Navy 
bases closed and halted construction of an air base in New Hampshire. 

One Defense Department official after another sought to assure a Sen- 
ate subcommittee that the cuts, which would trim the Air Force goal of 
143 wings to 120, would not endanger the nation. Then General Hoyt 
Vandenberg, retiring Air Force chief of staff, let fly. He had not been 
asked in advance for an opinion on the cut, and his testimony showed he 
was appalled by it. To critics who pounded at him until he was nearly 
bushed (below), Vandenberg replied: The danger to the U.S. had not less- 
ened, but had increased, since the day the Joint Chiefs agreed on the 
need for 143 wings. And even 143 wings would be a "one-shot" Air Force 
with "no reserve at all." Vandenberg's testimony was less than no help 
to the Administration, which had to argue with an air-minded Congress.

EVEREST AT LAST 



Any man whose heart did not rise at the news from Mt. 
Everest is a fellow of poor stomach, a vegetable in trousers. 

It was a sublime triumph of teamwork, of men's faith 
in and dependence on each other. Edmond Hillary, the New 
Zealand beekeeper, and Tenzing Norkcy, the veteran Nepa- 
Iese climber, reached the pinnacle and planted their flags; 
hut behind them were 362 porters bearing the expedition's 
five tons of baggage, 20 native guides (the "Snow Tigers") 
and a dozen Britons — scientists, soldiers, schoolmasters, a 
student, a surgeon, and even a travel agency executive, 
which is out-cooking Thos. Cook & Son. 

The great British climber George Leigh Mallory, who 
tried thrice to scale Everest and died there nearly 30 years 
ago, once said that the odds against anybody's ever reach- 
ing its peak were 50 to 1. Science and organization reduced 



these odds, but men did the climbing. This expedition 
of Colonel Hunt's was like a team, or an individual ath- 
lete, or a race horse, which is faced with an invincible 
opponent and somehow feels and knows that the time has 
come to prevail. 

Yet mountain-climbing is not a sport or a stunt. Man 
is impelled to it by the same force that raised him from 
the beasts. Nature is a most difficult mother, a sorceress 
capable of snapping him off like a light, if she chooses. 
He knows that to pit his strength and cunning against 
hers is madness, but he cannot let her be, for ever and 
again she brings him to deeds he never thought he was 
capable of. It is better to die trying to conquer Nature, or 
Mt. Everest, than be killed by bomb blast in a political war. 
Man hasn't much left on earth now to conquer but himself. 



GIVE ME LAND, LOTS OF LAND' 



Frank Lloyd Wright, the great American architect, got an- 
other gold medal the other day — this time from the National 
Institute of Arts and Letters. The old man took it with his 
usual cranky self-assurance, but it was a most significant and 
solemn occasion all the same. For the U.S. home-building 
industry has just reached an important transition point, a 
point at which every American homeowner, actual or poten- 
tial, ought to pause and give more thought to what Wright 
stands for. 

Since the end of World War II the industry has built over 
seven million homes. This spectacular achievement required 
a lot of new mass-production techniques, whose symbol is 
the Levittowns of Long Island and Pennsylvania, though they 
have their counterparts in every metropolitan area. Masters 
of speed and economy, the Levitts and their fellows dis- 
solved an acute postwar housing shortage that had been 
accumulating since 1933. 

Recently the best of these volume builders have gone in 
for slightly larger houses. And none too soon. For the worst 
of them have littered the landscape with more monotonous 
architecture than has been built in America since the days 
of mill-town company housing. 

In a series of round tables of the building industry, our 
sister publication House & Home has developed the view 
that "the too cheap house" is on the way out, that the Model 
Tera of mass-produced housing is over. The next era, lacking 
an accumulated shortage, will be more competitive; just as 
the flivver gave way to the bigger, better and costlier "low- 
priced" car, so the new house buyer will be a replacement 
buyer, ripe for upgrading, while used houses, like used cars, 
supply the lowest-income end of the market. For the building 
industry, says House & Home, this will mean "more em- 
phasis on quality, design, and adequate space." Which brings 
us back to Frank Lloyd Wright, who has been emphasizing 
spaciousness for 50 years. 

Wright's own contributions to spaciousness, once consid- 
ered screwball but now commonplace, include: the concrete 
floor slab without basement (but be sure you get adequate 
storage space to make up for it); the floor-to-ceiling picture 
window (but he sure it opens onto something worth see- 
ing) ; the "open plan" for living and dining rooms, and now 
also for kitchens, so the family can be together though in 
different rooms; low-pitched roofs with wide overhang, mak- 
ing the house look bigger and feel cooler. But none of his 
many technical innovations ever put Wright in a "mod- 
ernist" groove. He cannot be blamed for the fads which 



keep streaking from the architects to the development ads, 
such as the current "split-level house." Wright seeks not 
efficiency but reality; "form follows function," to be sure, 
but does not stop there. Said he recently, "Romance is 
the new reality." 

So if Wright's influence is felt in the next era, the home 
builder should get the advantage of the new techniques free 
from any imposed architectural style. It is time for the indi- 
vidual to get what he wants. And if we are to build better 
houses, this freedom should be accepted ambitiously. 

Space costs money, more money than most people have 
been spending on their homes. But that means people have 
been spending too little, and the national landscape has 
begun to show it. 

With rent ceilings going off, the national rent bill is going 
up anyway. That makes it a good time for more renters to 
become owners and so freeze their shelter expense for the long 
pull. This applies to all income groups and all size families, to 
those who buy new and those who remodel. If everybody with- 
out exception spent more on house and land and less on other 
things, it would not only improve the landscape but a lot of 
family tempers. To encourage such a trend, we offer two 
suggestions. 

First, the Federal Housing Administration has one curious 
regulation that needs changing. Down-payment requirements 
are the major obstacle to wider home ownership. To encourage 
cheap housing, FHA set the down payment for a 87,000 house 
at only 5% or S350. But this requirement rises steeply with 
the price of the house, so that the down payment on a $12,000 
house is nearly seven times as much as that on a $7,000 
house! Surely it is bad policy thus deliberately to downgrade 
home buyers and discourage the taste for amplitude and 
good living. 

The other suggestion is that home buyers take the house 
and acreage a little more expansively, the gadgets a little less. 
A recent survey found that Boston (surely not unique in this 
respect) has more TV sets than bathtubs. Obviously a pro- 
found change in our standards will he needed before we all 
place a proper value on space, ground and air. 

His recent bemedaler said to Frank Lloyd Wright, "a free 
man in a free land, you have asked a drab society to com- 
promise with you on the basis of your ideals." You don't 
need a Wright house to live spaciously in this free country. 
What you need is to ask — i.e., force — the housing industry 
to compromise with you on the basis of the most house 
you can afford, not the least.

President Eisenhower fought a series of brisk skirmishes on the politi- 
cal front.

A new atomic revolution 

A revolutionary atomic "breeder" that replaces its own atomic fuel 
at least as fast as it is used, while simultaneously producing elec- 
tric pow er, was described by retiring AEC Chairman Gordon Dean last 
week. Developed in Arco, Idaho, this "breeder" reactor turns natural 
uranium, which is 140 times more plentiful than fissionable U-235, 
into fissionable plutonium by burning U-235 in its presence. This 
opens the way to use of all the world's uranium, and perhaps even 
thorium, for atomic fuel. Dean said, and makes a civilian atomic power 
industry "even more feasible and attractive."

Treaty with Germany

The Revolution that 
started in a shed at night 

Steam was really his first love. That was how he happened to set fire to the 
schoolyard fence. 

For Henry Ford was passionately curious. Exactly how did steam make 
wheels go around? In one of his first boyhood experiments he made a fine 
steam boiler from an old ten-gallon lard can, and fired up under it. No one 
was in school to hear the explosion— and the fence was soon repaired. His 
next experiment was on a Sunday inside the village sawmill: how did the 
slide-valves work? He caught his arm in a cylinder, and was two hours 
getting loose, but he was stubborn, too: before he left he knew how the 
valve worked. 

One day, bumping along with a wagonload of hay on the all-day trip from 
Dearborn to Detroit, the teen-age tinkerer saw a steam traction engine 
chugging over the ruts. That was the decisive moment of his life— his first 
sight of a self-propelled road vehicle. 

First he tried to make a farm locomotive, and then a steam road carriage. 
Then one day in 1891 he saw a little gasoline engine pumping soda water 
into pop-bottles. That night he sketched its design on the back of a sheet 
of his wife's piano music. He said to Mrs. Ford: "Clara, I want to build a 
gas engine that will do the work of a horse." 

Two years later he was still at work, in a little shed behind his Bagley 
Avenue house. A friendly neighbor moved out his coalpile to give Henry 
more room. Clara watched, and darned socks by lamplight. Nothing he 
needed was in existence: he had to design and make each part by hand. 

He got four bicycle wheels. He made two cylinders from a steam engine's 
exhaust pipe. He put on a tiller, so it steered like a boat. He put a bicycle- 
saddle on top of the three-gallon fuel tank (the buggy seat came later 
when he could afford it). 

On a wet dark May morning in 1896, at 2 a.m., he was ready. Then he 
couldn't get the car out of the shed. While Clara held the lamp he seized 
an axe and knocked out enough bricks to make the first garage-door. 

He trundled the car into the alley while Clara watched under an umbrella. 
The little car ran— clear around the block. One of the two cylinders went 
dead— but still the car ran. That first Ford is still running, and so are many 
of its 36,000,000 descendants. 

The revolution of those wheels on that May night started one of the great 
revolutions in history. A dream of mankind had come true— transportation 
for everyone. The first little Ford helped build the American Road.

When it recently was given a neoclassic statue of Pocahontas, the Loui- 
siana State Museum in New Orleans put the Indian princess in a perma- 
nent place among exhibits of the state Wildlife and Fisheries Commis- 
sion. Most of the building's 50.001) monthly visitors were children, and 
the statue, the museum reasoned, would he fine visual education in his- 
tory. Soon, however, some New Orleans adults began to worry that the 
interest of some of the children in Pocahontas was not fully historical. 
True, most kids — their eyes on the lish and furry creatures — scarcely 
gave Pocahontas a glance. But some stroked her arm or gave her leg a 
friendly pat. A few, the adults declared, palled her uncovered bosom. 
Hurriedly the Wildlife and Fisheries Commission convened. "In all of 



the pictures of Indian maids I have seen," said one displeased commis- 
sioner, "I have never seen one that was disrobed." Pocahontas, members 
argued. \\a> a poor sendoff for exhibits of wildlife and conservation. The 
museum director had a snorting answer: "Pocahontas was our first con- 
servalioiiisi. She saved Captain John Smith, didn't she?" Mam New 
Orloaniaus joined the museum people in defense of the gentle princess. 
Said the superintendent of the Catholic parochial schools, "We must not 
attribute adult mentalities to children who take these things for granted." 
A number of extraneous people, including nightclub dancers and art stu- 
dents (p. 62), were caught up in the controversy as the wildlife commis- 
sion met solemnly to decide what should be done with pool Pocahontas.

AN EARNEST CITIZEN RUNS FOR SCHOOL BOARD 




ALEX SHERRIFFS TRIED TO CAMPAIGN 
ON THE ISSUE OF HIGH SCHOOL CLUBS 



It might have happened to any other well-meaning but politically naive 
person running for public office in 1953. Alexander Sherriffs, a 35-year- 
old assistant professor of psychology at the University of California 
in Berkeley, Calif., had for some time felt he should participate more 
in civic affairs. This spring, when Berkeley's local Board of Education 
announced an election, Sherriffs' friends persuaded him to run. A recog- 
nized authority on juvenile problems, Alex Sherriffs ran on a laudable 
platform: (1) closer participation by parents in school afTairs, (2) better 
pay for teachers, and (3) de-emphasis of high school social clubs. 

Of all the issues in the campaign Sherriffs felt that the club one was 
the most important. California banned high school fraternities in 1909 
but in Berkeley, as in many other communities, the fraternities became 
"social clubs" and continued under school supervision. A study by Sher- 
riffs and others a few years ago showed that although only a quarter of 
the students belonged to the clubs, club members ran school politics 
and social events (excluding noncluhbers) and even pre-empted public 
benches at high schools from which noncluhbers like Shirley Trump 
{right, with Sherriffs) somehow are made to stay away. At each meeting in 
the campaign (ubove) Sherriffs did his best to explain why he thought the 
clubs should be placed under private, rather than official, sponsorship.

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THEN HE SUDDENLY FOUND HE WAS INVOLVED 
IN A NEW ISSUE: SUBVERSIVES IN SCHOOLS 

At the first all-candidates meeting it became evident that a significant 
portion of the voters disagreed with Sherriffs about the campaign is- 
sues. Instead of social clubs they wanted to discuss subversives in the 
schools, and after meetings they would gather around him (above) 
and ask persistently about his stand. Last year Berkeley's Board of 
Education, by a 3 to 2 vote, allowed Paul Robeson to speak in a school 
auditorium and many Berkeley residents disagreed with the decision. 
Although he did not wish to make an issue of it, Sherriffs consulted 
lawyers for a legal opinion. While the U.S. Constitution guarantees 
freedom of speech and assembly, said the lawyers, a section of Cali- 
fornia's education code prohibits the use of school buildings by any 
group which would use them to commit an act leading to the over- 
throw of the U.S. government by force or violence. If a school board 
decides (as in the Robeson case) that a potential auditorium user may 
have this purpose, they may require him to file an affidavit that his 
purpose is peaceful, as Robeson did; then he may be granted use of a 
school building, as Robeson was. Sherriffs agreed that, if an affidavit 
were filed, the matter was then beyond the board's jurisdiction. 

At each meeting Sherriffs would be asked point-blank, "Would you 
allow Paul Robeson to use the school auditorium?" His elaborate 
reply, his refusal to give a categorical yes or no and his insistence that 
the question cannot be divorced from legalism sounded evasive to his 
opponents. To others it may have sounded too complicated. To Sher- 
riffs no other answer seemed possible. It was certainly not the simple, 
clear-cut reaction which a majority of the voters seemed to want. 




AND EVEN TWO LOCAL SCHOOL PRINCIPALS 
DISAGREED WITH HIM ABOUT SOCIAL CLUBS 

Even on his own favorite issue Sherriffs met opposition and a good 
deal of apathy. One pro-Sherriffs meeting was attended by School Prin- 
cipals J. Elwin Letendre of Berkeley High {far left) and Emory Curtis 
of Thousand Oaks Grammar School (next to him), both of whom fa- 
vored clubs. "They are a wonderful experience for youngsters," said 
Curtis. Many of Berkeley's citizens probably had the same unconcerned 
opinion as did Sherriffs' main opponent, incumbent board member 
A. K. Sackett, who said, "Well, the non-club-members are going to 
be socially disappointed sometime so they might as well learn now."

FROM THE 
OLDEST BIBLE 

Jordan Arabs make historic find 



In Jerusalem, Dominican scholars are painstak- 
ingly assembling fragments of the oldest Bible 
ever found — the leather and parchment re- 
mains of some 70 biblical manuscripts 1,000 
years older than any previously known. In- 
scribed about 2,000 years ago, before Christ 
was born, they were apparently the library of 
a scholarly Jewish sect, the Esscncs. Some- 
time around 100 A.D. the Essenes were mas- 
sacred by the Romans, but before they were 
killed they hid their scrolls in a cave near the 
Dead Sea. There, a few months ago, a band of 
Bedouin shepherds found them. 

So far the Dominicans have examined frag- 
ments of 38 scrolls, which are written in He- 
brew, Aramaic and Greek. They have found 
that the scrolls cover 19 books of the Old 
Testament and unknown parts of the Apocry- 
pha. Because of their antiquity, a careful study 
of the manuscripts will reveal many details of 
10 unknown centuries of the Bible's history.

SKETCHES ANALYZE 
FAMILY AND LAND 

The way Utile goes to work is shown here in 
the sketches he mailc while planning hit own 
house. At the left is the first sketch which 
comfortably distributes his family in private 
and public worlds. Next, Mr. Little studies the 
land where the house is to be built, lie makes 
a drawing of the property, placing the still 
semi-organized house plans on the best spot, 
as show n at right. From this joining of people's 
tastes and habits and the topography of the 
land the final house design evolves. 

The Little house is faced so that the living, 
dining rooms get the best view and so that the 
winter sun warms the area while much of 
the summer sun is excluded. Windows facing 
south arc vast; facing east and west they are 
small. Because he built on a hill. Mr. Little's 
house is on three levels, nestling into the hill. 
Entrance court is at the rear of the house so 
that terraces, living areas enjoy privacy. 

Ideally, the whole community should be 
equally well planned atld all houses as well 
oriented. Below is Mr. Little's detailed sketch 
for the Ohio community where he has already 
built his house and four others. In this com- 
munity 1 1 families bought 30 acres and set up 
a nonprofit corporation to develop the land for 
all.

LITTLE BUILDS MODEST HOUSE 
WITH SAME CARE AS MANSION 



The house Architect Little did for himself is an expensive one, hut he 
also shows imaginative planning in a modestly priced home ($21,800) 
he designed for R. Russell Munn, chief librarian of the Akron Public 
Library. The owners' choice of site, five acres high on a hill overlook- 
ing the broad Cuyahoga Valley, dictated the use of large windows in all 
rooms and one wall almost entirely of glass facing the valley. Roof 
overhangs arc carefully calculated for sun control, so that house is not 
hot in summer. For the rest, the house is an economical one-story 
structure of wood and concrete block. There are two tiny bedrooms 
for the Munns' grown children who are rarely at home. Their own 
bedroom has a folding wall which opens on the living room, making 
one large space of two small ones. This satisfies a requirement made by 
the Munns: they can see the living room fireplace 38 feet away and go 
to bed by firelight. An entrance hall, kitchen, laundry, dining alcove 
and a bath make up the rest of the house. 

With the bedroom wall open there is room for large gatherings, and 
yet the house is small enough for Mrs. Munn to lake care of easily so 
that she can spend most of her time at her bobby, which is growing 
flowers and vegetables. Since Mr. Munn is an amateur cabinet maker, 
the house was designed so that he could do much of the interior work 
himself, keep costs down. Mrs. Munn finds that their home "is really 
a miniature farm 10 minutes from downtown Akron." Mr. Munn's 
chief pleasure is the view. Because he spends so much of his working 
time scanning line print, he likes "to see for miles" when at home.

AN ISSUE WHICH HAS 49,000 PARTS 

A visit to PW camps in Korea shows the 'repatriation problem' 
is no abstraction but a test of our loyalty to friendly Asians 

by JOHN OSBORNE 



THE 26-point "prisoner of war agreement" signed on Monday at 
Panmunjom by no means settles a question that has plagued the 
American command and pricked the American conscience since the 
early days of the Korean war. This is a question that is split into 
49.000 parts — each part a "friendly" North Korean or Chinese pris- 
oner of war who has openly stated that he does not want to return to 
his Communist-run country. Even while turning over these men to a 
commission of "neutrals" appointed by the U.N. the U.S. cannot 
evade the moral responsibility undertaken when we pledged our word 
to safeguard those who gambled their lives against their desire to be 
on our side. 

Every Chinese and North Korean prisoner taken by U.N. forces 
has been asked whether he wants to be held in a camp for "repatriates" 
or a camp for "nonrepatriates." Eight out of 10 Chinese as well as 
North Koreans captured in recent months have answered that they 
want to be sent to a nonrepatriatc camp. By this very act of choice, 
these men have struck a telling blow against Communism. The Com- 
munists recognize this group for what it is: a powerful weapon of the 
free world. The free world, unfortunately, tends to think of these 
prisoner-allies as a nuisance or, in less human terms, as a sticky 
and abstract "issue." 

I was at Panmunjom when the truce talks were resumed on April 26. 
There, and at Seoul and Pusan and in Tokyo, I have spent many hours 
discussing "the prisoner of war issue" and what is behind it with gen- 
erals and ambassadors, with GIs and colonels, with stanch old Syng- 
man Rhee. But, until the other day, it was as unreal to me as it must 
be to the millions everywhere who await news from Panmunjom. 
It became real to me only when I flew to Cheju Island, off the southern 
tip of Korea. There the cold statistics of Panmunjom — 104,500 North 
Korean prisoners, 20,000 Chinese still in our custody — fall away 
and "the prisoner of war issue" becomes a tragedy of fellow humans. 

It is readily evident at the camp of those thousands who have de- 



cided not to go back that they mean to hold to that choice come what 
may. But they are not convinced that some day, somewhere, they will 
be released as free men. President Eisenhower says they can count 
on it. The prisoners, however, remain unsure and afraid. 

The nature of this uncertainty and fear was brought home to me 
by an American named Earle Woodberry, a gaunt Presbyterian mis- 
sionary who has lived in China off and on since 1895 and is now a 
chaplain at PW Camp Number 3 on Cheju. Despite the repeated assur- 
ances from high officials of the U.S. and U.N., a prisoner put this 
question to Chaplain Woodberry in simple sincerity: "Tell me the 
truth," he asked. "Do you think there is any hope for us?" With all 
the conviction he could muster, the chaplain said he thought there 
was hope. The prisoner, half believing, turned away to pass the word 
among the 14,500 other Chinese PWs in the camp who have said 
they never want to go home. 

Camp Number 8, also on Cheju, is a different story. Here are kept 
5,000 Chinese who have said they do want to return to their Commu- 
nist homeland. Here I watched seven prisoners squatting behind the 
innermost of four barbed-wire fences which surround their com- 
pounds. A GI guard with a bayoneted rifle on his shoulder stood facing 
them in "Dead Man's Alley" between the two inner fences. It is 
called Dead Man's Alley because any prisoner caught between the 
fences would be shot on sight. The prisoners stared at the soldier with 
unwavering hate and threw rocks toward him. 

Toward him, but not at him. One by one the rocks fell short — 12 
feet, eight feet, six feet from the soldier. As each rock fell, a tiny cloud 
of dust rose and swirled about the soldier and skittered away on the 
incessant wind. Sometimes the soldier looked at the prisoners. Some- 
times he glanced down, with a tight grin, at the rocks and the dust 
they raised. Sometimes he moved a little to ease his stance. But the 
rifle never left his shoulder. The prisoners were merely doing what 
they had been ordered to do, clear their compound of rocks. Or so it

appeared. They were also taking this chance, as they take every 
chance, to tease and tear at the nerves of their keepers. 

At other camps of the Kojc Island group, where 70,500 North 
Koreans classified as Communist repatriates are held; on the main- 
land, where there are 34,000 North Koreans who say they want to 
stay_in the south; and at a camp for a few hundred sick and 
transient Chinese near Pusan, the same alternate friendliness and 
hatred are found. And at all of them there is a wall between the 
keepers and the kept. 

It is a higher and more forbidding wall, and a harder one to 
cross, than the wire fences around the compounds. It is a wall of 
language and, more fundamentally, of simple human misunder- 
standing. It is the wall that stands everywhere in Asia between 
America and its friends, and between America and its enemies too. 
Nowhere in Asia have we had the chance to study that wall, and 
finally breach it, that we have had at the prison camp. Nowhere has 
our failure, on the whole, been more apparent than at the Chinese 
camps on Chcju Island. 

Both camps are near the coast, within sight of the sea, about 50 
miles apart. Camp 3, for Chinese who have declared against going 
back to Communism, was opened in late April 1952, just outside the 
grimy fishing port of Mosulp'o. Camp 8, for hostile Chinese, was 
opened last June near Cheju City, capital of the island province. 

The prisoners of Cheju Island were brought there last year from 
Koje and its satellite islets, where all captives taken in this war 
were held until the spring of 1952. And nearly everything that 
has happened on Cheju since then can be understood only if we 
first look back to where it had its beginnings, on Koje. Today the 
details of that story are all but lost in a blur of blood and wishful 
memories. It was there that our Far East Command was first con- 
fronted, in late 1951, with the unorthodox presence of thousands 
of prisoners who said they w ere on our side and never wanted to go 
back to North Korea or Communist China. 

This was so unbelievable that our high command paid very little 
attention at first. The truce talks seemed to be getting somewhere, 
and our negotiators had confidently assured the Communists that 
at least 1 10,000 of the 125,000-odd prisoners then in our hands 
would be handed back without fuss or hindrance. Just when agree- 
ment seemed near, the word filtered up from the camps that maybe 
we had better make sure about that. 

So in early April of 1952 representatives of the Far East Command 
went to Koje to make sure. They ordered a mass screening of the 
prisoners, the whole mixed mob of them, and they gave their staffs 
just a w eek to do the job. Out of that hectic week has come an end- 
less barrage of charges and countercharges. The official Army word 
still is that the screening was fairly and accurately conducted. This 
has been disputed by a number of unobligated witnesses, who con-

tend that the rush nature of the joh, the pressure put on prisoners 
and the inadequaey of the screening staff's resulted in a PW picture 
that was false — and actually worked to the benefit of the Reds. 

It has even been charged that those who conducted the screen- 
ings — Americans more or less supervising Chinese and Korean 
interpreters for the Chinese prisoners, Korean interpreters for 
the North Koreans — were told to falsify the result. Probably they 
were not but the result was the same as if thev had been. Thousands 
of bewildered peasant and coolie soldiers, with only the vaguest 
idea of what was happening, were arbitrarily and w rongly classified 
as Communists. Thereafter, at the camps to which they were as- 
signed, they found themselves under strict Communist control, al- 
most as though they were still fighting in the line under Red officers. 

At Camp 8, I found, Communist control within the compounds 
is all but complete. As a matter of calculated command policy, it is 
left intact so long as it does not produce open trouble for the camp 
authorities. "Security First" is the necessary motto at the hostile 
camps. The Communist domination of the compounds manifestly 
could not be broken up without battle. As long as things are quiet, 
or seem to be quiet, the camp is secure. So reasons the PW com- 
mand, justifying the continuance of Communist internal control. 

Terror in the compounds 

COMMUNIST rule, thus maintained, is threatened only from 
within the compounds. There is no doubt that it is threatened, 
or at least that the Communist bosses think it is threatened. They 
maintain discipline with every device in the Communist book — 
secret, nightly brainwashings in the lightless huts, ruthless beat- 
ings which are disclosed only when a prisoner dies or his injuries 
are so severe he cannot crawl out of his hut for the daily head- 
count or a work detail. The compound bosses select the men who 
are and are not allowed out on these details under armed guard. 
Those who are considered safe are picked for the details. Those who 
are rated unsafe are never allowed out of the compounds, and many 
of them never get out. Occasionally there is a suicide, usually by 
hanging. And there is an occasional attempt to escape — not from 
the camp, but from the Communists. 

Prisoners who fail to escape, or arc suspected of so much as 
thinking about it, arc beaten to death, or hanged, or forced to 
hang themselves. Torture in the night, or the choice of hanging 
or burial alive in the dirt floor of a hut, has been known to ac- 
complish this last. A prisoner who makes an open dash takes the 
chance of being caught by the prisoners or of being shot by a 
guard who cannot take a chance on investigating first. On a few 
occasions, prisoners have managed to leave a note in the camp 
dispensary, or tip off a guard on work detail, or slip word to the 
lone, unarmed U.S. sergeant who spends the daylight hours in- 
side each compound under constant guard from the watchtowers

and from soldiers on the ground in Dead Man's Alley. When the 
authorities do get word, thev send in an armed platoon of in- 
fantrymen and get the prisoner — if he is still alive and willing 
to show himself. 

Those who do get out are kept in a separate compound. They 
show every sign of being friendly and happy men, free within the 
space of 150 by 300 feet allowed them. Sixteen were in this com- 
pound the week I was at Camp 8. The last to arrive had a horribly 
srarred face. He had been grabbed by other prisoners as he was 
scrambling frantically up an enclosure gate. Before the guards 
could reach him. he was dragged screaming into B but. There his 
head was smasher! against the corner of a wooden table. By some 
miracle he was still alive when a platoon of soldiers rescued him. 

There are also beatings and killings and suicides at Camp 3. The 
internal control of the compounds by Chinese Nationalist bosses 
is just about as complete as Communist control is at Camp 8. but 
there is a difference. At Camp 8 the few who do escape and are 
segregated play the part of fanatic anti-Communists. Intelligence 
officers screen and rcsercen them and finally believe they arc what 
they claim to be. 

At Camp 3 there also is a segregated compound. Some 80 pris- 
oners were in it the other day. Thev do not appear to be anti- 
Nationalist. They are either nonpolitical or as devoted to the Chi- 
nese Nationalists as most of the prisoners at Camp 3. Some have 
simply asked to he removed from their old compounds because 
the boss, or kanso, works them too hard: or because they have 
fallen out with a friend; or just because they are bored. Some have 
escaped in genuine fear, at great risk. But once in the segregated 
compound, they do not act the part of Communists. There are no 
signs of Communist leadership and activity in the segregated com- 
pound. If there are Communists in it they keep as well hidden as 
in the camp at large. Camp intelligence officers figure that any 
Communists detected by the prisoners have been among the mur- 
dered and the suicides who turn up at intervals. 

Not long ago. in the most serious incident so far, 15 prisoners 
were beaten and three were killed on a single night. The camp 
authorities are inclined to think they were suspected of being Com- 
munists and that the dead ones reallv were. But there is no 
proof. The compound boss was fired, with great loss of face. Every 
prisoner was questioned and three were taken away to the prison 
stockade. But the authorities do not know and probably never will 
know just why the beatings and murders occurred. 

The enclosure and compound gates at Camp 3 are painted in 
bright -Nationalist symbols and anti-Communist slogans. A Na- 
tionalist rosette button is on every prisoner's cap. On the arm 
of every prisoner four Chinese characters are tattooed; they mean 
"against Communism, against Russia," and they are the death 
warrants of any prisoners who may be returned to the Commu- 
nists. Only the special compound set aside for the rarely found 
prisoners who admit that they have been Communist officers is 
bare of Nationalist and anti-Communist slogans. This is the only 
sloppy compound in the camp. But even here the prisoners give

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little trouble and show no outward signs of the enmity which per- 
vades Camp 8. In the quarters of the U.S. command and of the mil- 
itary police companies which staff the camp, prisoners serve as KPs 
and houseboys. They jabber, pidgin style, with GIs and officers 
who so far forget themselves as to be friendly. Here, if anywhere, 
the wall should have fallen long ago. Why does it still stand? 

The U.N.'s PW command is partly to blame. There is surely no 
more frightened command anywhere in the U.S. Armed Forces. It 
is afraid of its prisoners, first of all. "Sometimes," said one of its 
more thoughtful officers. "I think we are the prisoners." It is also 
afraid of the Army commands which stand above it — of the Ko- 
rean Communications Zone Command under Major General Her- 
ren in Taegu; of the Far East Command and General Mark Clark, 
in Tokyo; and of that far-off monolith called The Pentagon, in 
Washington. It is afraid in a simple way and for a concrete reason. 
The officers of the PW command, from top to bottom, know that 
their Army careers will be over if they make a mistake or appear 
to make one. A mistake, in their book, is anv step or event that 
makes any more trouble for anybody up the line of command. The 
Armv is sick of trouble at the PW camps and the orders are, quite 
simply. "Absolute security. No trouble." This means doing evcrv- 
thing by "the book" — the set of regulations promulgated by the 
PW command for all the camps, friendly and unfriendly. 

The best effort to breach the wall is being made in the formida- 
ble name of the Civil Information and Education Program. At its 
head in Tokvo is an intelligent civilian named Monta Osborne. 
He has some good men working for him down the line, and the PW 
command is at long last making a show of cooperation with him. 
But. in the camps — and that is where the whole effort stands or 
falls — every act and move of CIE is subject to veto by the local 
commander. It follows automatically that security comes first in 
this effort, as in all else connected with PW administration. 

Trouble for teachers 

AT the hostile camps on Cheju and Koje, CIE is stopped before 
it starts. The Communist leaders herd the prisoners into 
their huts and close the doors when the loudspeakers placed out- 
side of each compound broadcast even the most innocuous news. 
Every attempt to install vocational and other classes is resisted 
and sabotaged. At friendly Camp 3 there are no such difficulties. 
Yet CIE's effort to surmount the wall has not fared very well 
there either. 

The head of the CIE team at Camp 3 is Lieut. George W. May, a 
former physical education instructor from Arkansas, who was 
away on a lour with the camp's GI basketball team when I was 
there. His assistant, 2nd Lieut. Norris Hite of Philadelphia, Pa., 
was teaching physical education at Winchester, Va. when he was 
called up to active duty. He and the lieutenant apparently do their 
earnest best to cope with a task which would overwhelm a lifelong 
expert in Oriental education. They do not have enough paper, 
enough pencils, enough books, enough anything. Their American 
teaching staff consists of three GIs. One of them, Cpl. William 
Kramer, has a B.S. in education from Wisconsin State College 
which he acquired just before he was drafted. He figures that his 
job calls for the experience of a high school superintendent. One 
ol the others was connected for a time with an Army supply school. 
The third just doesn't know why he is there. 

CIE at Camp 3 has been saved from failure by its Chinese help. 
Most of it comes from the PWs. Among the 14,500 prisoners, 42% 
had never been to school; 39% had one to three vears of Chinese 
schooling. A few of the more fortunate are highly literate, some 
literate in both English and Chinese. By the sacred book, no PW 
should have unsupervised control of a CIE class. But here, at least, 
circumstances and common sense have triumphed. CIE's most 
successful work at Camp 3 has been in teaching about 6.000 total 
illiterates to read and write basic Chinese (in the famous James 
Yen "Thousand Character" Course). Many others, barely able to 
read, have worked into advanced courses. 

At each camp there are also a few English-speaking Chinese 
DACs (for Department of Army, Civilian). They act as interviewers 
for CIE and the camp Intelligence officers. They broadcast, thev 
look in occasionally on the camp literacy classes, and they do what 
they can to oversee the mass "orientation lectures." Some of the 
DACs are, unfortunately, more at home in Mandarin and one or 
two local Chinese dialects than they are in English. It is hard to 
come by really qualified English-speaking Chinese help, and even if 
the effort to do so had a higher priority than it does, the camps 
would probably still be shorthanded. However, at Camp 3 there 
are two bilingual missionaries who could do much to mount the 
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wall if they were encouraged by the command. One of them is 
Chaplain Woodherry. The other is Father Thomas (("Sullivan, an 
Irish Franciscan who labored in China from 1936 to 1949 and. like 
his Presbyterian confrere, is wholly at home with the Chinese. 
Their opinions and estimates ol the camp's Chinese population and 
what to do about it are often at total variance, so any commander 
might be forgiven lor feeling frustrated with them at times. But they 
can speak to the Chinese prisoners and the prisoners trust them. 

They have between them an immense knowledge of China and 
the Chinese. It is never used. They too are civilian employes, and 
they have been disgracefully kicked around and neglected bv the 
camp command. Until recently they were housed in tents, the last 
personnel of the command to be given quarters in weatherproof 
stone buildings. Father O'Sullivan claims only 227 Catholic follow- 
ers in the camp. Chaplain Woodherry speaks, when permitted, to 
as many as 4,000 out of 5,000 prisoners in a single enclosure and 
says that many of them are declared Christians. Allowing for the 
artificial circumstances, it is evident enough that at Camp 3 a 
phenomenal proportion of the prisoners have turned to Christi- 
anity and that this development could be used to advantage by the 
camp command when clear communication to and from the pris- 
oners is necessary. So far there is no sign that it will he used. 

There is sore need of someone who can speak cogently and intel- 
ligently to the prisoners of Camp 3 right now. They need to be ad- 
vised of the truce details, if only to offset false rumors. The PW 
command operates on the nervous conviction that all friendly pris- 
oners will become riotous enemies overnight if they come to believe 
— with or without reason — that the U.N. lias gone back on its prom- 
ises. Such riots might happen — and they would be understandable 
enough — in the event of an actual betrayal. But trying to keep the 
prisoners in the dark is a poor security measure, and one that de- 
feats itself. Last week 2,000 North Korean anti-Communists rioted 
at a mainland camp in response to an untrue report that they would 
be sent back to the Reds. The riot was quelled with tear gas, but it 
would never have started if the authorities had circulated President 
Eisenhower's May 26 statement reiterating U.S. determination to 
shield the prisoners from forced repatriation or intimidation. 

A PW command spokesman said of the Eisenhower statement: 
"It is not too important. We have native personnel working around 
the camps, and like anything else the news of Eisenhower's state- 
ment would just naturally get around." 

Is it any wonder that a wall still separates us from the friendly 
prisoners of Cheju?

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BRODIE TWIN CONTINUED 

After tests and operations 
Rodney is facing still more 

The odds against either Rodney or Roger Brodie surviving were millions 
to one when their parents, Mr. and Mrs. Royt Brodie, brought them, six 
weeks old, to the University of Illinois medical center late in 1951 to 
find out whether it was feasible even to attempt separating them. Siamese 
twins of the craniopagus type (joined at the head) were the most unusual 
of all, and never before in the history of medicine had twins so joined 
been saved to live out normal lives. 

Doctors by the dozen went to work studying the case and preparing 
skin flaps (top, opposite poge) to cover the boys' exposed brains if the 
separation actually should be accomplished. During 14 months of diag- 
nostic and preparatory procedures the boys thrived and even developed a 
sport peculiar entirely to themselves: getting on their knees and rocking 
back and forth until one or the other lost his balance. Usually, Roger, 
who was heavier and longer than his brother, won. Tests indicated that 
the twins had independent nervous and blood systems. The operation 
took 12 hours and 40 minutes. Medical factors dictated giving to Rod- 
ney w hatever edge there was, and doctors considered it remarkable that 
Roger lived as long as he did. All told Rodney has had 20 operations and 
still faces at least two more to complete the rebuilding of his skull.

Brodie, lumberyard worker, and Mrs. Brodie visit Rodney every two weeks. split-thickness of skin was removed to be grafted onto Rodney's forehead. 
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PREPARING BRAIN COVER for Rodney was 
surgical task of several painstaking months. When 
twins were 7 months oM (I) incisions were made 
around head of each, except at back, just above 
ears and eyebrows, first step in fashioning skin 
flaps of full thickness to cover exposed skulls. The 
separation operation took place seven months later. 



Two weeks after separation (2) Rodney's flap was 
lifted from his forehead (light gray). Still attached 
at back ol head, it was folded (arrows show direc- 
tion of fold) across lop (3 and 4). Two and a half 
months later, when Hap was receiving adequate 
blood supply, other end was freed from side of head 
(dotted line in 5), moved to the front (6) and 



folded down (7). Finally (8) the top of head, where 
once Rodney was joined to his brother, was cov- 
ered. Full thickness of skin was required to give 
maximum protection to brain and to provide for 
later hair growth. However, only split-tbiekness 
skin grafts from stomach and back were need- 
ed to cover forehead area where flap was taken.

Most of the lime he submits willingly to 
the exercises which are designed to strengthen 
his muscles and overcome a slight paralysis of 
the left side which set in alter surgery. When 
he is bathed, he does his best to splash any- 
one within range. And he has learned that 
the older children in the ward will pick up his

As part of his therapy Rodney is often ex- 
posed to music. He got to like it so much that 
for a time he refused to eat unless the phono- 
graph was kept going during mealtime. Like 
any 21-month-old Rodney picks up new words 
almost daily, but for most situations he relies 
on his favorites. "What's that?" and "No!" — 
the latter particularly w hen bedtime is near. As 
long as he says "No" often and loudly enough, 
the hospital staff is not worried about him.

THE HI-FI' BANDWAGON 



MORE than the citizens of any other na- 
tion, Americans almost from birth are 
besieged by artificial sound. The farm 
boy milks to broadcast music, the city boy 
studies his lessons to the accompaniment of 
recorded bop. Almost every American grows 
up within sound of a radio, and the record- 
purchasing craze is a recognized and accept- 
ed stage of adolescence. The U.S. spends 
8300 million a year for radio sets, almost 
$200 million for phonographs, $150 million 
for records and almost $2 billion for TV, But 
nearly all of this money goes for equipment 
which produces characterless parodies of the 
original sounds it is supposed to reproduce. 
As a consequence the average man has be- 
come accustomed to hearing one thing in 
the theater or concert hall and something 
else from his radio or phonograph. It simply 
does not occur to him to expect the latter to 
sound much like the former. 

Today, however, thousands of Americans 
are learning that the two kinds of sound 
can be identical. Systems are now available 
which reproduce music and speech so ex- 
actly that, with the eyes shut, it is often im- 
possible to tell whether the violin one hears 
is on a record or actually in the house. The 
name most generally used for this new kind 
of sound reproduction is high fidelity or "hi- 
fi." Like the crystal-set radio in 1921 and 
miniature-camera photography in 1935 hi-fi 
promises to become a major American en- 
thusiasm. Currently it is working a revolu- 
tion in the phonograph industry. 

In the past few years, particularly under 
the impact of TV, sales of the big, familiar 
radio-phonograph have stumped to almost 
nothing. Meanwhile, in the last eight months 
sales of the hi-fi "rigs" have grown to the 
point where estimates of 1953 sales now 
range from a conservative $60 million to an 



optimistic $100 million. Whereas high fidel- 
ity units in the past have been made mostly 
by small manufacturers, the big mass pro- 
ducers are now launching into it. General 
Electric has been manufacturing hi-fi parts 
for some time, and Stromberg Carlson start- 
ed turning out both parts and complete 
sound systems last fall. Late last year Co- 
lumbia announced an assembled table model 
phonograph with twin speakers which is the 
closest low-cost approach to high fidelity 
now on the market. This spring RCA-Victor, 
the behemoth of the industry, made a signifi- 
cant announcement: it is marketing a full 
line of components for assembly into high- 
fidelity systems, as well as "package" hi-fi 
systems. This month Philco, Zenith and Ad- 
miral announced new hi-fi lines and Magna- 
vox, Hallicrafters and Motorola are known 
to be working on similar projects. The syr- 
upy, "bass-heavy," unrealistic sound of the 
old-style living room phonograph is dying 
out. What is replacing if is easy to distin- 
guish by ear but hard to describe in words. 
Perhaps Harold Weiler, author of High Fi- 
delity Simplified, one of the several books 
on the subject to appear in recent months, 
does it as well as anyone: 

"Do you [when listening to your radio 
or phonograph] hear cymbals as a crashing 
sound followed by a sustained shimmering? 
Do you hear the triangle as a clear ringing 
sound? Can you actually feel the vibrations 
of the tom-tom? . . . Can you always differ- 
entiate between the violin and violoncello? 
Can you tell the difference between string 
bass and brass bass?" 

If you can't — and if you care — you are 
ready for high fidelity. Once you have heard 
some of it you will probably never again 
be satisfied with whatever radio-phonograph 
equipment you now have. Hi-fi's ability to 



convert listeners into addicts was illustrated 
during World War II on New Guinea. Irving 
Greene, a sergeant in Air Force communica- 
tions, was sent a hand-wound mechanical 
phonograph and an assortment of records 
with which to entertain the troops. This was 
in 1943 when almost no one outside the en- 
gineering profession had ever heard of high 
fidelity. Disdaining the phonograph sent 
him, Greene, a radio and sound engineer, 
scrounged the components of an adequate, 
if not necessarily regulation, sound-repro- 
ducing system. He rigged a series of six loud- 
speakers out of pie plates and other improb- 
ables. From them came recorded concerts of 
such tonal quality that when some very ex- 
pensive commercial phonographs were later 
"liberated," the soldiers — their ears now 
educated — refused to listen to them until 
Greene had improved their quality. 

The stores are jammed 

SUCH experiences, whether in Army camp 
or civilian living room, spread the hi- 
fi contagion. Since the war the number of ad- 
dicts has multiplied so fast that a basic hi-fi 
language is developing (box at right) and it 
has been estimated the components, or parts, 
for virtually one million hi-fi systems have 
been sold. Since addicts are notorious re- 
builders of sets — one Philadelphia veteran 
admits to having completely changed his 
system 20 times — a part of this total is un- 
doubtedly replacement business. Even so, 
the demand for hi-fi equipment is impressive. 

When a new shop devoted exclusively to 
high fidelity opened in Los Angeles recently, 
it did $12,000 worth of business in the first 
three weeks. When a similar store in San 
Francisco announced its opening for a Wed- 
nesday, a sound-hungry public stormed its

doors on Monday, trying to get at mcrchan- 
dise that was not yet uncrated. In March 
two partners erected a new hi-fi shop on Phil- 
adelphia's Main Line. They sold nine rigs 
totaling more than $5,000 before they could 
formally open their doors. Dealers such as 
Lafayette and Harvey in New York and the 
Radio Shack in Boston publish catalogs con- 
taining brief courses in hi-fi to save their 
salesmen from having to give lectures to 
eager hut ignorant customers. 

The new sound received an unusual trib- 
ute when the Electro-Voice Company, which 
manufactures high-fidelity speakers and mi- 
crophones, sent out a demonstration room 
mounted in a trailer truck. When it reached 
a New York town, the driver-technician in 
charge was stopped by two tough-looking 
characters who said they were from the 
truckers' union and demanded to see his un- 
ion card. The alarmed technician explained 
that he was not a union truck driver because 
his job was demonstrating hi-fi equipment 
and played some music for them. The two 
challengers listened, respectfully removed 
their hats and invited him to proceed. 

High Fidelity, a magazine devoted exclu- 
sively to the subject, was launched only two 
years ago and has almost doubled its circula- 
tion, despite the forbidding price of $1 a 
copy. It is still growing and the publisher is 
now planning a second magazine, just for hi-fi 
dealers and repairmen. High Fidelity sub- 
scribers include residents of Taiwan, the 
Kenya Colony, Thailand, New Zealand and 
Iceland, since high-quality sound is especial- 
ly popular in remote areas where entertain- 
ment is limited. Anchorage, Alaska, num- 
bers some 30 hi-fi addicts. A local problem in 
Alaska is finding the favored corner location 
for speakers in the rounded Quonset huts 
in which many residents live.

Though the "sound hound" holds the 
conventional radio-phonograph in contempt, 
it contains the same basic components that 
are found in the hi-li rig. These components 
are a record turntable, a pickup to convert 
the mechanical movements of the record 
needle into electrical impulses, a radio tun- 
er to receive broadcasts, an amplifier for 
strengthening the weak signal that comes 
from the tuner or pickup and a speaker with 
its enclosure. But there all similarity ends. 
The "commercial" set is primarily a piece of 
furniture, a handsome cabinet often made of 
costly, hand-rubbed wood. It contains mini- 
mal and mass-produced electronic equipment 
incapable of reproducing all the sound fre- 
quencies on a modern record, and its speak- 
er is usually improperly housed (drawing, 
p. 152). The mass manufacturer should not 
be blamed for this. Over the years some larg- 
er makers of commercial sets have experi- 
mentally introduced costlier, truer-toned 
components only to discover that what the 
public wanted was furniture, not good sound. 

Hi-fi components, on the other hand, have 
been made mostly by relatively small manu- 
facturers to very exacting custom standards. 
They are sold unit by unit, each selected to 
suit the individual taste of the purchaser 
(box, to/) o/ page 148) and then w ired together. 
The components are not necessarily housed 
in a cabinet at all, which helps keep cost low, 
but often are merely placed in a bookcase. 
The speaker, which usually consists of two 
units — a tiny one called a tweeter, which re- 
produces the high frequencies, and a larger 
one (woofer) for the lows — can be put any- 
where. No matter how it is arranged, the 
hi-fi system reproduces every nuance on the 
record including virtually the full dynamic 
range of the original sounds, from softest 
pianissimo to thunderous fortissimo, and it

HERE IS A GLOSSARY 
OF HI-FI LANGUAGE 

A-B-1NG — Comparing two speakers or other 
components by switching rapidly first one 
then the other into a system while it is play- 
ing, to judge their performances. 
COAXIAL SPEAKER— A speaker with a 
tweeter (Mow) mounted within a woofer y on 
the same axis. 

FLAT FREQUENCY RESPONSE — This 
ideally is the equal and undi'storted amplifi- 
cation of all tones on record or broadcast at 
any degree nf volume f rom soft to loud. 
GOLDEN EAR — A person w hose hearing is 
acute enough to differentiate between grades 
and types of reproductive quality. 
KEYHOLE EFFECT— How music sounds 
when it seems to come from one small source 
— a "keyhole" — instead of filling the room. 
Also, "porthole effect. 
NEEDLE TALK — The noise created by a 
stvlus in its contact with record grooves. 
SIIR1KKER — A system made up of "in- 
compatible" components which consequent- 
ly create distortion. Such a system is said to 
have a "Imther" or "worry." 
TIN E\R- — Antithesis of golden ear. 
TWEETER AND WOOFER— The tweeter 
is usually a small speaker designed to repro- 
duce high frequencies. The woofer is a much 
larger cone, designed to reproduce the lows. 
WAR HORSES — A perennially selling re- 
cording of a standard classic by a standard 
orchestra or artist. 

WHISKERS — Sound is said to have whisk- 
ers when the highs are not clear — fuzzy. 
WOW — A slow wavering tone, especially 
noticeable in sustained piano chords, caused 
by uneven revolving of the turntable. A rapid 
wow, caused by a faulty turntable motor or 
faulty tape recording, is a "flutter."

THE MAKINGS OF A HI-FI SYSTEM 

The picture above shows the essential components of a basic 
hi-fi system which are connected by red arrows, and other desir- 
able but not essential accessories which can be fitted into it 
(broken arrows). Both the record player, on which rest two 
pick-up cartridges for 78 r.p.m. records and slower speeds, and 
the radio tuner feed their signals into the amplifier whence they 
go to the speaker, which is normally housed in the baffle. Record 
players cost from $25 to $300, cartridges from $8 to $60; tuners 
$50 to $280; amplifiers $43 to $300; speakers $13 to $225; 
and baffles from $14 to $300. The accessories are a gauge for 
testing the pressure of the stylus and consequent wear on rec- 
ord grooves ($1.50); a record compensator for adjusting the 
system's reproductive qualities to the characteristics of differ- 
ent makes of records (S9 to $12); a noise suppressor for re- 
ducing the surface noise of old 78 r.p.m. records ($30); an 
auxiliary speaker to simulate stereophonic effect, and a tape 
recorder ($110 to $1,000). Tape recorders are extremely popu- 
lar with the hi-fi addict since they enable him to transcribe 
broadcasts which are later played through the sound system.

does this with virtually no distortion at all. The chief reason for 
this performance is the fact that high fidelity reproduces the 
higher-frequency sounds, or overtones, some of which were poten- 
tially available on even the older, 78-rpm records and are present 
in abundance on good modern recordings. Even old records usu- 
ally sound better on hi-fi, despite their heavy surface noise. 

Sound, considered objectively and without reference to the ani- 
mal or human mechanism that hears it, is a vibratory or wavelike 
disturbance in the atmosphere, the number of vibrations, or sound 
waves per second, determining the sound's frequency (pitch). On 
a piano, for example, the keyboard of which has a range of from 
27.5 to 4,186 vibrations or cycles per second (c.p.s.), middle c 
consists of 261.6 c.p.s. When the middle r piano key is struck, it 
causes the corresponding piano strings to vibrate 261.6 times per 
second, which starts an atmospheric vibration of 261.6 c.p.s. This 
in turn induces exactly the same vibration in the ear's sensitive 
cochlea. But besides having a fundamental vibration, every note 
on every musical instrument has an infinite number of overtones, 
or harmonics. These are additional and high frequencies that are 
simple multiples of the fundamental. Thus the fundamental (it is 
also called the first harmonic) of middle c being 261.6, the second 
harmonic is double that or 523.2, the third harmonic is 784.8 
c.p.s. and so on. It is these harmonics which are the important 
factor in creating an instrument's timbre or characteristic sound — 
this is the reason the same note played on flute and French horn is 
a thin piping on the one and a sonorous blare on the other. Most 
authorities agree that reproduction of at least the first four har- 
monics is necessary for adequate recording of, and differentiation 
between, the different instruments.

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handle around 15,000 cycles, but the average commercial phono- 
graph does not reproduce above 6.000. Thus it is easy to under- 
stand why such a phonograph sounds muted, and why a reproduc- 
tive range of 15,000 cycles is essential for realistic sound. 

With its extended range, a hi-fi sound system produces music 
of almost hallucinatory realism. There is nothing ghostly about its 
effects, however. Enthusiasts are remaking America's living rooms 
and revitalizing America's record business. This is mainly the 
work of a large body of "audiophiles," or mild-mannered lovers 
of well-reproduced music, spear-headed by a small, ardent band 
of hobbyists, known as ' bugs" or "knob twirlers," who are among 
the most dedicated fanatics ever produced in this country. 

For reasons yet to be elucidated, the audiophiles, who out- 
number the bugs 50 to 1, tend to be professional people, doctors 
especially but also lawyers and journalists. However, since music 
transcends all age and economic levels they also include cab drivers, 
cops and short-order cooks. Audiophiles often start off with a rig 
costing no more than S140 and then, as their aural sophistication 
improves, gradually refine their systems with another couple of 
hundred dollars' worth of equipment. This they often play rather 
loudly to achieve full tonal range, which seldom endears them to 
neighbors, and they display a marked inclination to talk long and 
with great conviction about the merits of various components. 
Otherwise they are fairly well-balanced citizens. While a sound 
system is as essential to them as a heating or lighting system, they 
seldom lose sight of the fact that high fidelity is a means to an 
end: the enjoyment of music. 

Sound for sound's sake 

THE bug, on the other hand, does not necessarily like music at 
all but is simply interested in the reproduction of dazzling sound 
for its own sake — the more difficult to reproduce the better. He 
is especially fond of the voice of Yma Sumac, an Ecuadorian 
singer who has an uncannily great range, and of such tintinnabulat- 
ing instruments as the harpsichord and the glockenspiel, lie will 
play an entire 12-inch record through simply for the sake of one 
well-recorded cymbal crash at the end: sometimes he plays only 
the cymbal crash, over and over. He loves the highest frequency 
sounds, which even many music lovers find too piercing for com- 
fort. In fact, due to the bug's influence, high fidelity is still some- 
times mistaken for fidelity to the sound frequencies that arc so 
high as to be inaudible to most adults over 35. (As humans age, 
their hearing loses its sensitivity — some babies and dogs can hear

THE NEED FOR 'BAFFLING' 

None of the components in a hi-fi system is unimportant since 
all contribute to the performance. However the speaker and the 
enclosure which contains it will probably be the parts chosen by 
neophytes with the greatest care, since no two types of speaker 
sound alike. Commercial sets usually have had unenclosed backs, 
with results illustrated in the drawing above. A speaker's cone" 
pistons sound waves both forward and backward, creating two 
rapidly alternating sets of atmospheric disturbances (straight 
arrows). As the sound emerges it diffuses in all directions out of 
front and back, and some of these diffused sound waves (curved 
arrows) collide and neutralize each other. However, if the speaker 
is mounted in a w ide surface, such as a wall or in a large box w ith 
the back enclosed, the two sets of sound waves are "baffled" — 
i.e., prevented from reaching and canceling each other. 

Ballle boxes should be of generous size so that the speaker's 
piston action will not noticeably compress the air within the en- 
closure. A 12-inch speaker usually requires an enclosure of six 
cubic feet and eight is even better. However, some manufacturers 
are now making smaller enclosures which, due to special internal 
design, serve the purpose efficiently. 

Whether it is made of expensive mahogany or mere plywood, 
a baffle should be at least one hall inch thick (three quarter inch 
is better) to prevent any vibration. (Some fanatics line their baffle 
with concrete for this reason.) The speaker and baffle should be 
separated from the rest of the equipment by a few feet — enough 
to prevent acoustic feedback, w hich results when the stylus, or 
needle, responds to minor vibrations from a nearby speaker and 
feeds them back into the system ad infinitum and ad tumultum. 
The problem of finding room for a baffle has been solved by some 
dwellers in small apartments by mounting the speaker in a closet 
door, with tuner and record player on shelves mounted inside 
the door. The entire closet then becomes a commodious baffle. 
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20,000 c.p.s., while most adults barely hear 15,000.) A bug with a 
costly hi-fi system, capable of reproducing 20,000-cycle tones 
that are inaudible to himself, often jokingly justifies his extrava- 
gance on the ground that while he does not hear everything his 
dog can. 

A bug's home is usually littered with an assemblage of ampli- 
fiers, surface-noise suppressors, record compensators, speakers 
(one St. Paul addict has 32 in his dining room) and trailing 
wires. Often nunc of this is producing any sound at all at the mo- 
ment because the owner is rebuilding it. a chronic condition with 
bugs. In the most acute stage his system may also include an oscil- 
loscope, which is an engineering device that looks like a small TV 
screen and is calibrated for the visual observation of sound fre- 
quencies. The bug with one of these often plays no music at all, 
but simply entertains himself by playing test records and joyfully 
watching the highs and lows register visually and soundlessly on 
the scope. 

Happily, some bugs who start out . with only an interest in 
pure sound itself find their interests expanding to the point where 
they actually begin to like music, and are gradually lured into buy- 
ing records for the music on them instead of for their percussion 
effects. This happens so often that High Fidelity is about to inaug-

The bug's love for the higher frequencies leads him to venerate 
even surface noise, an anathema to the mere music lover, on the 
ground that it is essential to the reproductions of the highest 
highs. This is reflected in a current joke about a bug who always 
took his girl with him to concerts; while he listened, she made a 
steady hissing sound in his ear. simulating the "surface" without 
which he could not otherwise enjoy music. There is another joke, 
widely appreciated by audio sophisticates, that tells of a lover of 
high frequencies who got up in the middle of a superb concert 
by Stokowski and walked out, indignantly muttering, 'Too much 
bass! Too much bass!" 

These are fiction. But the facts of hi-fi fanaticism are even 
stranger. In a Boston store customers have been known to get 
down on hands and knees to listen to a new speaker, wagging their 
heads doglike in an effort to hear better. A Cleveland enthusiast 
has cut a hole in his grand piano and installed a speaker in it to 
improve the tone — of the speaker, not the piano. A fellow Ohioan 
has his house completely wired for sound, with speakers in every 
room including the bathrooms. 

One of the strangest facts about both bugs and audiophiles is 
that they are almost exclusively male. Women seldom like high 
fidelity, and often oppose it with such violence that Walter Tos- 
canini, the son of the maestro and a hi-fi expert, has asked with 
some seriousness whether women and high fidelity can coexist in 
one civilization. A poignant example of this is told by a New York 
record dealer with a customer whose wife objects so strongly to 
his hi-fi rig that she will not let him play it while she is in the

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house. To hear music, he has to encourage her to go out shopping, 
adding greatly to the expense of his hobby. 

The reason for this feminine opposition may he physiological. 
Woman's hearing generally is slightly more sensitive to the high 
frequencies than man's, and music reproduction which sounds 
normal and balanced to a man sometimes can sound excessively 
shrill to a woman. A component on TV outfits emits a 15,750-cycle 
tone which women occasionally complain of, to the bewilderment 
of their husbands who cannot hear a thing. Some cannv dealers, 
demonstrating hi-fi to the distaff side, purposely turn up the bass 
response and lower the treble that is beloved of the male ear. 

Another thing both bug and audiophile share is a deep respect 
for the important but hard-to-define quality in recordings that is 
usual I \ referred to as "presence." This is whal makes a recording 
sound as though orchestra, singer or solo instrument were being 
heard in the concert hall. Years ago musicians recorded in studios 
designed to "let nothing come back." i.e., eliminate the reverbera- 
tions which one always bears in a concert hall when music reaches 
the ear not only directly but reflected from the walls. Such sound 
was flat, lifeless and sterile, the result of an underlying aim to 
"bring the artist into your living room." Today the goal is to 
transport the listener to the concert hall. Reverberations arc 
planned for and purposely picked up. If at the beginning or ending 
of a recording the room noise is inadvertently cut out just before 
the music begins or ends, it is dubbed in afterward. 

Benny's concert helped 

THIS trend toward naturalistic recording, which has moved for- 
ward hand in hand with hi-fi's more realistic reproduction, was 
given powerful encouragement by the remarkable sale of the Co- 
lumbia versions of Benny Goodman's 1938 jazz concert. It was 
recorded during an actual performance in Carnegie Hall and, com- 
plete with audience yells, whistles and applause, has become one 
of the top-selling LP albums on the market. Other companies, 
Columbia included, have attempted to duplicate this accidental 
success by making recordings in nightclubs or in carefully ar- 
ranged jam sessions at which the audience is instructed to please 
let itself go. They have been only moderately successful, spon- 
taneity in both artist and audience being a little more difficult to 
induce than was first supposed. 

In any case audiophiles and bugs prize the faithful reproduc- 
tion of all sounds implicit in the act of recording, including the 
clatter of a piano's keys as well as its tones, the sigh of the wind

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instruments and the intake of a singer's breath. There is a record- 
ing of Carmen by the company of the Theatre de l'Opera-Comique 
made in the Theatre des Champs-Elysees. The tread of marching 
feet across the stage, a shot and the clash of swords during various 
scenes are plainly audible; it is much prized by sound hounds. 
Another is the Westminster disk by Argeo Quadri of The Pines of 
Rome which is a miracle of dimensional recording, all the choirs 
of instruments apparently coming in from their various separate 
positions. This is a quality which simply happens, and no one can 
explain how, but it is an enormous aid to the greatly desired 
concert-hall realism. 

The case of another conductor, Herman Scherchen, also pro- 
vides a testimonial to the influence of high fidelity. He is a German 
who in 1951 recorded a new version of Haydn's Military Sym- 
phony. H. London Robbins, of the Haydn Society, had discovered 
Haydn^s own orchestration of the symphony in the London Mu- 
seum, and in this version the second movement especially is re- 
plete with drum rolls, bugle calls and other military sounds. Scher- 
chen conducted a recording session of it in his usually precise, 
somewhat accented style. Pressed by Westminster, a relatively 
small and new company with a great respect for high-fidelity re- 
cording, the disk became an instant success with audiophiles and 
was followed by other Scherchen recordings. Scherchen is an able 
but not scintillating conductor and he has never toured America, 
yet today he is something of a best-seller here because of his popu- 
larity with hi-fi addicts. 

While bugs boom the record business they are not an unmixed 
blessing to the record retailer. When shopping, the bug, with his 
veneration for perfection, is likely to handle a record he wants to 
hear only by its edges to keep thumb prints and microscopic dirt 
olf the playing surface. This practice keeps the grooves pristine, 
but sometimes results in the record being dropped on the floor. 
Scratches caused by grit on the record are the bete-noire of the bug. 
Occasionally one will come into a record store carrying a 10-power 
lens with which to examine the grooves for scratches, signs of pre- 
vious use and other imperfections, and a certain New York shop has 
a customer who insists on selecting his records in the basement, 
where he can pick disks out of cartons fresh from the factory. 

Such particularists represent the advance guard of a movement 
that had its beginning about 15 years ago in the dissatisfaction of 
radio and telephone engineers with their own home music sets. 
Having better equipment available to them professionally, they be- 
gan using it to make their own sets, and word of the new, more 
lifelike sound spread slowly and spottily as their friends heard it. 
The increase in FM broadcasting, which usually achieves 15,000 
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HOW TO BUY HI-FI 

The prospect of selecting a series of intricate electrical devices 
appalls most people. Consequently, hi-fi dealers try to allay 
their fears by providing rooms in which samples arc on display, 
all connected to an intricate master control panel. By simply 
turning its switches, the beginner can connect any combination 
of components (p. 148) and decide what sounds good to him. 
Once he makes his selection the store wires the components 
with coded cables or foolproof sockets w hich enable anyone to 
plug the system together without chance of error. 
Here are a few hints on hi-fi shopping: 

Bring some of your ow n records along. They will help orient 
you in testing unfamiliar equipment. 

Beware of any dealer who tries to tell you what sounds best; 
you arc the only judge of that and can best decide by making 
several trips to the store, listening carefully each time. You can 
buy better phonographic reproduction than you probably ever 
heard before for SI 50 or less, and S400 to $500 buys a really 
superb radio-phonograph combination. After that you will like- 
ly be paying for an expensive cabinet or the ultimate perfection 
that is lost on all but the most sophisticated ears. 

You will do well to select a jeweled stylus (hi-fi-ese for needle), 
an amplifier of at least 10-watt output and a maximum of 5% 
of humonic distortion. Make sure that it delivers its full tonal 
response without distortion, even when the set is turned up 
to window -rattling volume. Purists often insist on heavy, semi- 
professional turntables instead of changers, on the ground that 
they spin the records more evenly and perfectly. Most people, 
how r cvcr, will not sacrifice the changer's convenience for the 
microscopic difference made by the turntable. 

Hi-fi pricing is somewhat curious. Both a list and a net 
price are usually mentioned, a practice apparently designed to 
convince the purchaser that he is buying wholesale. This may be 
true, depending on one's definition. The list price, which almost 
no one ever pays, is the full retail price. Thus an item listed at 
8400 actually sells for $240 net — that is, less a 40% discount of 
$160. The net price of $240 includes a 50% markup for the 
dealer, who will have paid the manufacturer $160. , 
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c.p.s. in contrast to the more common AM's 6,000, encouraged 
interest in better radio equipment. World War II, with its whole- 
sale development of better sound and communications equipment 
anil wholesale training of young men therein, helped widen inter- 
est and research in sound: today lumbago, sciatica and rheuma- 
tism are being experimentally treated by ultrasonics, bacteria is 
killed with it, water purified, brain tumors detected and metals 
cleaned by it. High fidelity has also received a considerable assist 
in recent years from Britain where, possibly because of austerity, 
music lovers, able to purchase audio equipment only infrequently, 
insisted on first-rate reproduction when they spent their money. 
In any case some English components are highly regarded in the 
U.S. market and widely used. After the war a series of techno- 
logical advances occurred almost simultaneously which improved 
the quality of radio-phonograph reproduction enormously. These 
included the development of the long-playing microgToove rec- 
ord by Columbia's Dr. Peter Goldmark — which has a chicken- 
and-egg interdependence with high fidelity, the inexpensive jewel 
(sapphire or diamond) needle, the introduction of new magnetic 
pickups to replace the less precise crystal pickup, and the light- 
weight tone arm. 

These advances are history, even though most Americans have 
yet to hear what kind of sound they can produce when combined 
with the other components of a high-fidelity system. But the 
avant-garde of music reproduction is already working with devices 
that offer even greater realism. These include two other systems 
of recording and reproduction known as stereophonic sound and 
"binaural sound." In stereophonic recording, already being used 
with 3-D and wide-screen movies, three microphones, placed at 
intervals near the orchestra, are used simultaneously, each feed- 
ing the sound it picks up into a separate recording apparatus. 
These are subsequently played back through separate amplifiers 
and speakers, the speakers spaced out in the same way the micro- 
phones were. The result is almost ridiculously realistic. Played 
on good high-fidelity equipment, the music seems to have a

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three-dimensional quality which makes the listener unconsciously 
turn his head to "see" the brass, then the woodwinds and then 
the strings as each comes in in its part. Binaural is a simpler ver- 
sion of stereophonic, utilizing only two sets of pick-up and repro- 
ductive equipment, one for each ear, and for that reason often 
employs the old headset ear phones of "ham" radio days. 

Some of the most affective stereophonic and binaural recordings 
yet made have been done in railroad stations, first one mike then 
another picking up the chuffing and creaking of an approaching 
train which seems to be traveling invisibly across the room in 
which the recording is heard. It is so lifelike that people have been 
known to crouch back timidly in their chairs, fearful of being run 
over. Binaural addicts love trains. 

Possibly the most ardent of them is Emory Cook, a Stamford, 
Conn, sound engineer and record manufacturer who markets otic 
series of records known as "Sounds of Our Times." Cook spent 
a night in a railroad tunnel near Peekskill, N.Y. with a tape reeord- 
er, recording the sounds of trains; he has also recorded old music- 
boxes, complete with spring twangs and clunks, the gradual onset 
of a summer thunderstorm and the chirping of near and far crick- 
ets in a field, all extremely effective. 

While binaural is beyond the reach and probably even the desire 
of the average U.S. listener, high fidelity as such will probably in- 
vade his consciousness and very possibly his living room by the, 
end of this year. One indication of this is a theory of Harrie k. 
Richardson, associate editor of Audio Engineering magazine, that 
high fidelity tends to follow television into a new area after a four- 
year interval. Richardson argues that when telecasting begins in a 
certain region, radio-phonograph and record sales slump badly for 
about two years. Then, as TV's novelty wears off, a public which 
has been conditioned to seek amusement at home begins looking 
around for a new kind of entertainment. Record sales begin to ris 
and high fidelity is likely to engage the interest of the former TV 
addict. Four years after the arrival of TV, sales of records and 
sound systems are likely to hit an all-time high. Right or wrong, it 
is true that high fidelity today is selling its hottest in areas which 
have had television for a period of years. 

But hi-fi's best sales stimulant is less disenchantment with tele- 
vision than the tendency of its devotees to turn the volume up 
3nd thus acquaint other people with its virtues whether the 
want to hear it or not. Not long ago a Washington, D.C. hi-fi 
addict with more than $4,000 worth of equipment was visited bv 
a policeman. 

"We hear you were playing records pretty late last night," said 
the cop ominously. 

'That's right," said the addict. 

"Pretty loud, we hear," went on the cop. 

"Let me show you how loud," said the addict. When the cop 
was comfortably seated in his living room he turned on somi 
Beethoven — full blast. 

"Sound too loud to you?" he asked. 

"It sounds swell," said the cop thoughtfully. "Real swell." 

"That's how I played it last night," said his host. 

"Keep right on playing it that way, buddy," said the converted 
cop as he got up to leave.
